Jerusalem Post political reporter DAVID LANDAU interviews HAIM ZADOK, the new Minister of Justice and former chairman of the 
Knedset Foreign Affairs and Defence Committee, on some of the major issues of internal and external policy now facing the nation. 


HAIM ZADOK is hopeful. Inter- 
viewed this week at his ministry 
in East Jerusalem, the new Min- 
Ister of Justice spoke with quiet 
optimism of the prospect of 
reaching a disengagement accord 
with Syria and, on a different 
plane, of the chances of finding 
an agreed solution to the ques- 
tion, “Who is a Jew?” or rather, 
as ha puts it, “Who |s a con- 
verted Jew?” 


Ag Juatice Minister, and ag a 
member of the Cabinet committee 
on conversions, he will be directly 
involved in the latter problem, 
And as the outgoing chairman of 
the Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee he will carry 
much weight in the counsels of 
the new Cabinet on the Syrian 
problem, and in the subsequent 
negotiations with the Arab States. 

“I can certainly see a good 
chance,” says Mr, Zadok, “of 
working out agreed conversion 
procedures that would be accept- 
able to all the major schools of 
thought in Judaism.” This, he 
believes, will be the task of the 
ministerial committee: to examine 
the question with the Orthodox, 
Conservative and Reform rabbis 
and leaders abroad with a view 
to establishing conversion pro- 
cedures which all three will ac- 
tept and recognize — and perhaps 
even Implement jointly.

ΜΗ, ZADOK'S successor in the 
chair at the Knessct Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Committee, 
Mr. Yitzhak Navon, hag already 
advocated radical changes In ‘the 
functions of this vitally impor- 
tant body. He is urging that the 
committee be ‘furnished with 
independent, non - governmental 
opinions and assessments of de- 
clopments. 

‘But this idea is not new, 
though now, after the October 
war, it is much keller to meet 
with wide agraement and even 
some action. Back in 1972, Mr. 
Zadok recalls, he advanced a sim- 
ilar suggestion with reference to 
the committee's acrutiny of the 
defence budget. 

The Foreign Affairs and De- 
fence Committee, says Mr. Zadok, 
because of the secret nature of 
the issues with which it deals, ts 
to a large extent the substitute 
for the legislature itself in its 
control of the executive's handl- 
ing of these issues. In the past, 
apart ‘from occastonal briefings 
‘by academics from the Shiloah 
Institute or the Hebrew Univer- 
sity, the committee hag relied on 
officiala of the executive arm — 
the Army and the Foreign Min- 
istry — for ite Information and 
assessments. ᾿ 

Mr. Zadok proposes that inde- 
pendent experts political and 
strategic studies be called In to 
advise the committee, and present 
thelr own assessments — which 
might differ from the officials’ 
assessments — and thereby help 
the committee reach more in- 
τουποδὰ and more oritical conclu- 

ong. 

He refuses ‘to discuss, in ad- 
vance of the Agranat Committee's 
report, the Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committes's role during 
the fateful week before the Oc- 
tober war.

THE NEW JUSTICE Minister has 
not participated in the various 
new . groupings and sub-group- 
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inga within the Labour Party 
which have recently sprung up 
and in which some of the other 
new ministers are active. 

“They know where I stand,” he 


y says, "I am of the Mapai breed, 


‘but [ try to judge every isaue on 
its merits.” 

He shares the belief of these 
various groups in the need for 
more democracy within the par- 
ty, though, as he points out, no 
Rroup of individuals has yet pre: 
sented a detailed and "specific 
programme Jn this connection. 

In Mr, Zadok's view, the top 
priority within the party must 

the abolition of the tripartite 
factionalism (of Mapai, Ahdut 
Avoda and Rafi). He favours the 
holding of party elections "in 
which all shades of opinion would 
have expression'' — but he, too, 
does not make concrete sugges- 
tions on how to attain this. 

He believes in the principle of 
rotation of office-holders, but 
would not lay down hard and 
fast rules. io «hone, he says, 
should remain at the same post 
for “too long" — but “too long" 
must be defined according to the 
individual case, 

Above all, he says, no public 
servant should feel that he has 
a hold on his post. He should 
not be offended if he ig ask- 
ed to move to another, or to 
relinquish public office alto- 
gether. Personal susceptibilities 
should not be a factor in deci- 
sions and appointments in the pub- 
lie service — the Government's 
efficiency and the interests of 
the State should be the only con- 
alderationa. 

(Mr. Zadok ia one of the very 
few persons — others include 
Yitshak Ben-Aharon and Ya'acov 
Shimshon Shapiro — who has 
ever resigned from the Israel! Ca- 
binet. He left the Commerce and 
Industry Ministry in 1066 after 
differences of opinion with Fi- 
nance Minister Pinhas Sapir.) 

In Israel in general, he feels 
“there is possibly not a suffl- 
cient awareness of what consti- 
tutes accepted rules of conatitu- 
tional conduct.” This situation 
however, can be largely remedied 
by the adoption of a formal con- 
stitution — and ag Minister of 
Justice he hopes to prod the 
Knesset into more constitutional 
legislation. 

‘When the State was founded, it 
was decided not to draw up 8 
fall-ledged constitution, but ra- 
ther to enact various “basic lawa” 
which would gradually accumulate 
into a constitution. But basic legis- 
lation has slowed down consider- 
ably in recent years, says Mr. 

lok. Some basic laws are still 
lacking. 

The present Knesset, says the 

Minister, could and should com- 
late the required “basic” jegis- 
ation, combine all the basie laws 
into a constitution, and confer 
upon this constitution a measure 
of immutability by, for instance, 
requiring a special legislative pro- 
iit to repeal or amend any part 
0! . 
The new Justice Minister is 
still “getting to know” the staff 
of his ministry, which ig housed 
In the spacious Jordanian Gov- 
ernment building opposite the Dis- 
trict Court in East Jerusalem. 
Asked about possible personnel 
changes, he says with evident sa- 
tisfaction: 

“I have found the Justice Min- 
istry at its senior level very well 
staffed... Tam working with them 
(the senior staff) very happily 
in a spirit of cooperation and 
understanding.”

ALMOST THE only point on 
which a good many of the dem- 
onstrators are agreed Js that the 
Knesset should be elected by a dif- 
ferent system, one which gives 
more power to the voter and less 
to the party organizations. This 
spells direct elections and this un- 
defined but lively pressure from 
the outsides may be enough to tip 
the scales at last. The small par- 
ties are fighting a desperate de- 
laying battle because even with 
pooled votes on natlonal lists they 
will find it more difficult to make 
their influence felt. Mapam has 
tome out with the remarkable 
argument that direct elections will 


reduce that strength of the labour 
partics. As Labour 15. already the 
argest party this could happen 
only if the public really did nat 
want Labour ‘in, In ich casc 
(hey should surely be out. 

The argument most used against 
direct elections iy elitism — we 
know better than the public what 
is good for it, and we shall choose 
the representative they need. The 
public has grown up, and the time 
for this is probably over. 
Keven if one or two self-scecking, 
ignorant or even dishonest mem- 
bers should get ‘In on direct clec- 
tions, becauso they know how to 
fool the public, this will only teach 
the voters to be more careful next 
time. 

If it wants to survive, Mapam 
will presumably ‘have to merge in 
the Alignment. It 18 more of a 
pity, in a way, that the small but 
persistently independent Liberal 
party will have to decide how its 


specific views can best be per- 
petuated. 

The real trouble iy that 
the preparation of a new electton 
taw based on a different principle 
will take about a year, capeciully 
if it is fought by the religious 
parties and perhaps the Herut 
element of the Likud. And after 
it ig agreed by a majority of 61 
members, which is possible but 
not easy, we shall have to Find an 
honest and courageous commitiee 
to carve the country up into dis- 
trlets. The resulta of future elec- 
tions will be greatly affected by 
the way in which this division is 
carried out, isolating and concen- 
trating religious or Arab minor- 
ities, say, or aceklng to break 
them up in districts with other 
majorities.

THE HOLY LAND CHOIR of the 
First Baptist Church of Merritt 
Island, Florida (also the home of 
Skylab, explorer ‘of the heavens), 
produces its music in a very un- 
usual manner — by means of 
golden handbells, on wie the 
players accompan ir hymns 
He spirituals. ach ‘chorister 
wields two or more bells, and 
rings mellow tunes out of them 
with remarkable dexterity, 

In Israel, the choir performed 
at various churches and centres, 
and for wounded soldiers in hos- 

jtals. They came with a message 
rom State Governor Askew de- 
signating them_ambassadora of 
goodwitl from Florida to Israel. 

Some of the songs, sich as 
“Silent Night” and “I walked 
where Jeaus walked," sounded 
odd in Hadassah Hospital, with 
an audience of wounded soldiers, 
some ‘brought, down in beds for 
‘the concert, others in wheel- 
chairs, still others ambulatory. 
But the men were deeply moved 
by one song, “What a wonder- 
ful word ia shalom, the nicest 
greeting we know.” 

As the choir 81 and played 
their themo song, “Put out your 
hand to a friend,” they moved 
through the audience shaking 
ands with the wounded. Later 
in the evening, one ‘bedridden 
soliier, moving ‘his pillowa in a 
search for comfort, was aston- 
ished to find underneath one of 
‘them an envelope addressed in 
Hebrew to ‘Dear Soldier.” Inside 
was a fountain-pen and 1250 in 
banknotes. He had no clue as to 
which member of the choir had 
put it there; but the eye of the 
camera, wielded by 
Werner Braun, caught a picture 
of one chorister unobtrusively 
slipping her hand beneath the 
soldier's pillow. 


WHILE IN ISRAEL, Mr. Lano- 
wick's groupa meet all kinds of 
eople —- Jews, Moslems, Chris- 
tlans — and he arranges lectures 
or home hospitality for them 
every evening.

buted to the Gardiner Scott 
Fund for the Disabled, which is 
helping disabled soldiers and 
thelr families with smali ifts 
and loans while they are in hos- 
pital and when they leave. Con- 
tributora Include members of St, 
Andrew's, the Bible Evangelical 
Congregation, and the fellowship 
groups of Shelkh Jarrah, and of 
the Garden Tomb. 

Leaders of the Christian com- 
munity in Richmond, London, 
brought to the hospital by the 
Rev, Gardiner Scott, sent 
an electronic cycle and a Lister 
lathe for use in the rehabllita- 
tion department. And ἃ close 
friend, Canon ἢ, G. Allison, 
raised money for a push-button

“There can be no doubt about 
the goodwill felt by Christians 
living in Jerusalem for the 
Jews," says Rev. Gardiner Scott, 
“We Et on very well with our 
Jewish friends. If I may say so, 
Scotland has the best record of 
any count with regard to 
treatment of Jews. Wea have felt 
completely at home. When I re- 
red, Dr. Warhaftig presented 
me with a handsome gift on 
behalf of the Ministry for Re- 
ligious Affairs,” 

Not all Jews are ail that 
friendly — I point out — a few 
weeks ago, zealots set fire to a 
Christian butiding.

In his study of the relationships 
in families where one member hag 
been diagnosed ag schizophrenjc, he 
has shown how this member is put 
In an untenable position, with psy- 
chosia the only way out. The data 
of a .atudy of 11 such families is 
presented In “Sanity, Madness and 
the Family.” (Histerson, Laling’s col- 
laborator in the research, makes a 
study of one family in depth in 
“Leaves of Spring.” He chose a 
Jewish family and exposes the su- 
perficial nature of the father’s re- 
ligiosity as one aspect of their hol- 

288.) 

‘Laing has been accused of cons- 
tructing «a “conspiratorial model” 
of schizophrenia, the family pre- 
sumably being the “conspirators.” 

He writes in "Sanity, Madness 
and the Family”:

®xperience, the way in which one 
honestly sees people and feels about 
things, has become devalued; in- 
creasingly we are taught what we 
ought to fee) and experience, and 
thus become alienated. 

“Behaviour is a function of our 
experience. We act according to 
how we see things, If our experience 
ls destroyed, our ‘behaviour will be 
destructive. If our experience 15 
destroyed, we have lost our own 
selves.” 

Has Laing reversed the labels of 
sanity and madness? He states that 
8 person out of formation is not 
necessarily out of course if the 
whole formation is off course. But 
he goes on to say that being out 
of formation does not make a per- 
son automatically right, and “there 
is no need to ideallze someone just 
because ‘he is labelled ‘out of for- 
mation'’.” 

Hqually: “Some psychotic people 
have transcendental experiences. T 
am not saying, however, that psy: 
chotic experience necessarily containg 
this element more manifestly than 
sane erience.” 

Has Laing abandoned the medical 
model? If the medical model is a 
crude one, yes; if schizophrenia is 
regarded as a disease like pneumo- 
nia, ‘rather than ἃ Pps ological 
reaction, yes: But -he“has never

denied the suffering of the schizo- 
phrenic, and in a sense feels moro 
bound by the Hippocratic oath than 
Is hig duty as a psychoanalyst. 

Consider the dilemma of the man, 
sick at soul, who seeks to die, On 
the one hand, the doctor respects 
his freedom of action; on the other, 
the Hippocratic oath preseribes that 
he save his life. Lesg extreme, a 
schizoid patient may once have ask- 
ed for help; to-day he asks to bo 
left alone. He is not in immediate 
danger, but the doctor knows that 
his rejection of help may not ‘be 
entirely intended. 

True, Laing transcends the boun- 
‘darles of accepted practice in ex- 
ploring his idea that disintegration 
may lead to a healthier integration, 
regression to @ rebirth of the per- 
sonality. Henco he speaks of guid- 
ing the schizophrenic in his voyage, 
rather than interrupting it. But this 
18. no irresponsible laisser fatre, In 
households Hke Kingsley Hall, des- 
pite the absence of formal treat- 
ment, ‘there 18 serious discussion of 
what happens and awareness of 
possible dangors, The very absence 
of stereotyped ataff roles induces 
patients to take more responsibility 
for themselves and othera. In "The 
Politics of the Family," Laing 
gives statistics for such commun- 
itles. Of a total number of 194 men 
and women who had lived in them 
{81 having been previously in hos- 
pital), only 23 were subsequently 
admitted to hospital — efther di- 
rectly or after a time lag. 


“[HH DIVIDED ΒΕ" js a unique 
study of the schizold individual. 
There ig no superfluous verbal su- 
perstructure, no edifice of abstrac- 
tion to impresa or obscure, The 
book makes as much sense 88 dy- 
namic theory to the psychoanalyat 
ag it rings true to the sophisticated 
schizoid person who might read ἐξ, 
Laing elaborates the theory of the 
true and false self: the true self 
remains isolated, the false self 18 
presented to the world. Thus it is 
possible to avold real emotional in- 
volvement, which is felt as danger- 
ous. The true self may ‘be threaten- 
ed by engulfment, implosion or pe- 
trification. The fear of engrulfment 
explains the fear of beingr loved, 
of being understood too well, The 
schizoid knows no middie way he- 
tween Isolation and complete fu- 
sion. Yet his measure of abliity to 
bear confilct and anxiety determines 
whether he will remain sane. Laing 
quotes Kafka; who admitted that 
only through his anxiety could he 
participate in life. τῷ 

‘The schizoid is not only afraid 
of being destroyed in love, ‘but con- 
vinced that Kia love will destroy. 
for each’ 
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man kills the thing he loves,” 

In “The Self and Others,” Laing 
questions how one person can at- 
tribute unconscious fantasy to an- 
other, aince he cannot directly know 
the other person's experience. Ha 
adds that psychoanalysis does not 
end there, but begins. He does not 
Presume that being a aciontist (or 
psychiatrist) automatically validates 
one's atatement about another (la- 
belled patient); πὸ must question 
before he can assert. The second 
half of the book deals with aspects 
of interpersonal relationships, a sub- 
ject never before explored in depth; 
for Laing holds that these exist in 
thelr own right, not merely as in- 
trapsychic repregentationa, He 
shows how one peraon may disturb 
the inner world of another in order 
to protect his own — for example, 
by mystification, ‘True conflict ig 
clarifying, falae confilet is muddling. 
‘When the Issue 18 confused, ‘true’ 
confilct cannot come into focus, 
‘true’ choloes ara not available and 
the person is in danger of psy- 
choais.” 

"The Politics of Hxperience” Is 
much more than an indictment of 
the cvils in society, it is a plea for 
ideals. It is about the ideal of 
non-possessiva loye which doos not 
strive to change the other; about 
being a real person who is not cut 
off from his own oxperience by 
being taught what to feel. 

“Psychotherapy must remain an 
obstinate attempt of two people to 
recover the wholeness of being hu- 
man through the relationship be- 
tween them." 

Ft is about the ideal of religious 
experience. Laing points out that 
in Biblical times there was no ar- 
gument whether God existed, be- 
cause. He was experienced. Today 
we are too well adapted to the 
outer world to be in touch with the 
inner, while yet thirsting for it. 
Laing belleves that the “famine of 
hearing the words of the Lord,” 
prophesied by Amos, ia now. 

Be will hold no truck with 
Freudian reductionism of the DI- 
vine: “When Ivan in “The Brothers 
Karamazov' says, ‘If God does not 
exist, everything is permisalblo,” he 
is not saying: ‘If my superego, in 
projected form, can be abolished, I 
can do everything with a good 
conscience.’ He ts saying: Tf there is 
only my conac-ence, en there fs 
πὸ ultimate validity for my will’." 


IN “KNOTS," Laing'’s book of 
poems, I came upon the unexpected. 
I had hoped for something resembl- 
ing the rich, allusive prose of the 
patients in “The Divided Self.” But 
the poems in “Knots” are distillations, 
not proliferations. They are sperse 
and disciplined as music by Webern. 
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Not that Laing is concerned with 
the aesthetic of the poem he creates; 
he aims to state auccinctly the 
easence of inner truth, uaually a 
tangled paradox. 

The early poems are relatively 
almple: 

“A son showd respect his father 

Fe should not have to be taught 
to respect hts father 


But f£ hope that at least my 
son will respect me, tf 

Only for leaving him free to 
respect me or not.” 

In “Jill we begin to see the 
tortuous and self-torturing logic of 
the schizophrenic: 

“T don't respect myself 

“I oan’t reaspeot anyone who res- 
pects me 

1 σὰν only respect someone who 
does not respect me...” 

The series of poems on Jack and 
Jill being afraid of one another are 
δ little like arguments, in formal 
logic, yat evoke an echo of some- 
thing we know in ourselves and 
others: ἢ

not to be afraid of Jit 

because it fs very dangerous not 
to be afraid when

Some poems become attenuated 
to what he calls ἃ loglco-mathema- 
tical calculus, and one ‘wonders 
whether there ἰ8 an esoteric mean- 
ing, or whether Laing ia conveying 
extremes of “allenation. At times, 
one faila to undorstand the logic, 
Wt drives one crazy — os if Laing 
wanted us to feel how it felt to 
be driven crazy. ‘ 

The meanings we find in the 
poems change with one's mood, as 
the colours of a landscape change 
with the light. And some poems 
seem particularly meaningful for 
the healthy.

This was 
Morrig Feinman, of Manchester, who 
was Director of Welfare at the 
Casablanca DP camp. Feinman dled 
at his post in August, 1944. Shortly 
after, the camp's Salonika Jewish 
inhabitants were transferred to 
Suez, where they were cared for by 
members of tho first Jewlsh Rellef 
Unit to be sent out from England, 
of whom I had the honour to be 
one. It was this team's vehicles 
“with their Innocent markings” (not 
so “innocent” — they bore huge 
Shields of David!) which were 
loaned, with personnel, to the Am- 
erlean Jewish Joint Distribution 
Committee's headquarters In Rome 
as early as November, 1244, It was 
they who conveyed the first “ille- 
gals" from the Austro-Italian border 
into Italy, en route to “Palestine,” 
immediately after tha liberation of 
the concentration camps,
